It is a matter of deep regret that Great Britain and 


France hare finally split on the question of reparations 
and the attitude to be assumed in relation to Germany. 


it had been hoped that France would be Drilling to 


fegree to the position that Great Britain was taking. 
that the reparations would be materially reduced, and 
that some evidence on France's part would be shown 
that she accepted the inevitable. 
* 
It looks as though there might be serious trouble. 


France, Italy, and Belgium are likely to stand together. 
Italy and France are known to be strengthening their 
armies and navies. This difference and open split in 
the conference at Paris may be the beginning of the 
entire break-up of the Allies' formation. 


"War seems to us to be almost unthinkable. The 


people of Great Britain do not want war. the rank and 
file of the people of Germany do not want war. we would 
state that war was practically impossible were it not 
for the fact that France, which is the most determined 
nation on earth today, is the strongest nation in the 
military sense. They have a great army wonderfully 
equipped. But we do not, at that, see how she is going 
to cany on an extensive conflict. Should she begin 
hostilities, it is possible that Russia, the second best 
equipped nation in Europe, will line up with Germany 
and take all the advantage of the situation that is pos- 
sible. 


There is only one ray of light on the horizon and 


that is that the United States shall take a hand in the 
matter. Senator Borah's proposition of having an eco- 
nomic conference with reparations considered, appears 
to be the most hopeful thing in sight. It is time for the 
United States to act.

JUDGE LINDSEY ON MARRIAGE 


Judge BenLindsey declared in Xew York that mar-! 


riage is a failure. He says that in the year ending De-] 
cember loth, there were 3,000 marriage licenses granted 
in Denver and 1,500 divorces granted. He says in his 
judgment there were as many more separation actions 
as there were divorces granted. Of course, this would 
make the separation cases and marriages equal. 


Not only is this true, he declares, but the number of 


marriages was reduced 600 in Denver and the number 
of divorces asked for increased 56 in the year. 


"We imagine that Judge Lindsey has touched the 


home problem in a manner such as few other men have. 
He has come in contact with delinquent children, and he 
knows the homes in Denver particularly which have 
failed to take care of the boys and girls. 


His idea is that the children primarily should be 


looked after and we presume that he is fast reaching 
the point where he thinks that the state can do this 
more*effectively and successfully than can the average 
home. 


Mr. Lindsey. as we recall, erected a home for him- 


self rather late in his career. He says at the conclu- 
sion of his interview that he believes in the marriage 
state, but that something is so seriously wrong with 
the social and marriage custom and laws that they 
should be thoroughly analyzed and Changed to meet the 
facts and 'conditions of today. 
\Vc would almost hf- 


lieve, by the statement of the Judec, that he was a pessi- 
mist, were it not for the fact that we know him by na- 
ture to be an optimist, and he is undoubtedly over- 
whelmed by the conditions which he has met and by the 
statistics as he quotes them.
